Student  finds  urine  in  vehicle 

On  July  23,  a  GCSU  student  reported 
to  Public  Safety  that  someone  had 
opened  the  door  of  his  vehicle  while  it 
was  parked  at  Bobcat  Village,  and  uri¬ 
nated  on  the  floorboard.

Vehicle  vandalized  at  Bobcat

On  July  21,  at  about  8:40  a.m.,  a  staff 
member  reported  that  someone  else 
had  tampered  with  his  vehicle  while  it 
was  parked  at  Bobcat  Village.  Police 
viewed  a  surveillance  video,  which 
showed  two  white  males  and  a  white 
female  by  his  truck.  One  of  the  males 
jumped  on  the  hood,  pulled  up  the 
windshield  wipers,  and  spit  on  the 
windshield.  The  case  was  turned  over 
to  Detective  Butler. 

Officer  Pissott  arrests  man  uri¬ 
nating  on  front  campus 

On  July  15,  at  about  2  a.m.,  Officer 
Pissott  saw  a  man  urinating  in  the 
bushes  on  front  campus.  Contact  was 
made  with  the  man,  and  Officer  Pissott 
smelled  alcohol  on  his  person.  The 
man  was  arrested  and  was  transported 
to  the  Milledgeville  Police 
Department,  and  was  charged  with 
Public  Drunkenness. 

Man  breaks  and  enters,  is 
quickly  caught 

On  July  21,  at  about  10:30  p.m.,  a  man 
reported  to  Public  Safety  that  a  suspi¬ 
cious  male  was  behind  a  residence  on 
North  Clarke  Street  wearing  an  orange 
shirt.  Officer  Williams  responded  to 
the  call,  and  saw  a  man  matching  the 
one  described  in  the  call,  carrying  fish¬ 


ing  poles,  a  bag  of  food,  and  a  jar  of 
coins.  The  man  admitted  to  having 
entered  a  home  and  taking  the  items. 
He  was  arrested  and  was  taken  to  the 
Milledgeville  Police  Department, 
where  he  was  charged  with  Burglary, 
Theft  by  Taking,  and  Giving  False 
Information.  He  was  banned  from  all 
GCSU  property.  The  stolen  items  were 
returned  to  their  owner. 

Cocaine  bandit  busted 

On  July  20,  at  5:15  p.m.,  Officer 
English  observed  a  vehicle  on  Hancock 
Street  with  a  tag  that  had  expired  back 
in  August  2005.  The  vehicle  was 
pulled  over,  and  contact  was  made  with 
the  driver,  who  appeared  to  be  very 
nervous.  The  officer  got  permission  to 
search  the  vehicle,  where  he  discov¬ 
ered  10  baggies  of  what  was  suspected 
to  be  cocaine.  He  also  discovered  $449 
in  cash,  a  cigarette  lighter,  a  copper 
scrub  pad  and  a  glass  smoking  device. 
The  substance  was  confirmed  by  a  test 
to  be  cocaine.  The  driver  was  arrested 
and  sent  to  the  Baldwin  County 
Sheriff’s  Office,  and  charged  with 
Possession  of  Cocaine  with  Intent  to 
Distribute,  and  Expired  Tag. 


All  the  cases  in  the  Public  Safety

Judge  McRee  in¬ 
formed  the  Court  last 
Wednesday  that  we  are 
changing  the  way  we 
deal  with  Underage 
Alcohol.  Would  you 
please  inform  the  person 
who  could  let  the  stu¬ 


dents  know  about  this  as 
the  Court  has  gotten  very 
strict  with  the  underage 
issue.  If  found  guilty, 
court  cost  or  pretrial 
diversions,  the  fine  will 
be  $407.00,  they  will 
also  be  required  to  com¬ 
plete  the  Integrity  project 
program  (six  weeks  of 
one  day  classes)  which  is 
another  $300.00,  and 


will  be  on  probation  for  a 
period  of  6  months  at  a 
cost  of  $39.00  per 
month,  and  all  cases  will 
go  before  the  Judge.  So 
you  are  now  looking  at  a 
cost  of  at  the  very  least 
$941.00.

The  telephone  number  is  445-5288.  No 
appointment  is  necessary  unless  you 
are  requesting  a  Women’s  Health 
work-up.

The  clinic  is  currently 
located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Parks 
Nursing  building  but  will  move  next 
door  to  Beeson  Hall  soon.

An  introduction  to  the  campus 
resources  offered  at  GCSU

Students  may  not  real¬ 
ize  it  but  Georgia 
College  and  State 
University  offers  an 
abundance  of  resources 
designed  to  help  them  in 
an  assortment  of  ways. 
Counseling  Services, 
Public  Safety,  the 
Department  of  Special 
Education  and  the 
Testing  Center  are  one  of 
the  many  services  that 
students  may  be  interest¬ 
ed  in  to  help  them  along 
during  the  school  year. 

The  Counseling 
Service  office,  located  in 
room  122  of  Lanier  Hall, 
provide  GCSU  students 
the  opportunity  to  speak 
to  counselors  among 
other  things. 

“We  are  different  from 
your  high  school  coun¬ 
selors,”  said  Mary  Jane 
Phillips,  director  of 
Counseling  Services. 
“We  help  with  a  big  area 
of  things.” 

The  Counseling 
Services  provides  per¬ 
sonal  counseling  in  many 
areas  such  as  relation¬ 
ships,  stress  manage¬ 
ment,  academic  skills 
and  test  taking,  as  well  as 
various  presentations, 
and  group  counseling. 

Phillips  said  that  per¬ 
sonal  counseling  is  the 
preferred  method  and 
that  students  should  not 
be  afraid  to  come  talk 
about  anything  they  may 
have  on  their  mind. 

Other  areas  that  stu¬ 
dents  can  seek  help  for 
include  study  skills  and 
time  management.  These 
are  the  two  of  the  biggest 
problems  students  have 
coming  into  college  she 
said. 

“Bright  students  who 
didn’t  need  to  study  in 
high  school  get  to  col¬ 
lege  and  the  classes  are 
harder  and  they  never 
learned  to  study.  We  can 
help  with  that,”  Phillips 
said. 

Counseling  Services 
are  on  campus  specifical¬ 
ly  to  help  students  and 
they  will  do  everything 
they  can  to  help  students 
with  any  problem.  All 


services  are  free  of 
charge  and  are  strictly 
confidential. 

More  information  can 
be  found  at  their  website 
www.gcsu.edu/counsel- 
ing  or  by  calling  their 
office  at  (478)  445-5331. 

Emergencies  around 
campus  are  handled  by 
Public  Safety,  but  they 
also  offer  programs  for 
students. 

Some  of  these  pro¬ 
grams  include  a  safety 
course  in  rape  prevention 
and  self-defense  specifi¬ 
cally  for  women,  a  pro¬ 
gram  called  Operation 
ID  in  which  students  can 
have  their  valuables 
marked  with  a  practically 
invisible  UV  ink  making 
recovery  of  stolen  items 
much  easier,  and 
Operation  Alert  that 
teaches  students  and  staff 
about  ways  to  protect 
themselves  and  includes 
a  pepper  spray  presenta¬ 
tion.  Students  are 
encouraged  to  stop  by 
Public  Safety,  located  in 
Miller  Hall,  to  inquire 
about  these  programs. 

Richard  Goodson, 
deputy  director  of  Public 
Safety,  said  the  essential 
thing  Public  Safety  can 
provide  to  students  is 
information. 

Goodson  said  that  stu¬ 
dents  need  to  realize  that 
while  GCSU  is  a  very 
safe  campus  there  is 
always  a  risk  involved.  A 
few  basic  precautions 
students  can  do  to  lessen 
that  risk  are  locking 
doors  in  their  residencies 
and  cars,  walking  in 
groups  especially  at 
night  and  using  good 
judgment  about  alcohol 
and  drugs. 

“Like  any  other  com¬ 
munity,  there  are  drugs 
here,”  Goodson  said. 
“Alcohol,  of  course,  is 
the  most  commonly 
abused.” 

He  explained  that 
drinking  underage  is  ille¬ 
gal  and  if  a  student  is 
caught  the  law  will  be 
enforced. 

“If  you  make  the  adult 
decision  to  drink,  then 
act  like  an  adult,” 
Goodson  said. 

He  said  that  the  temp¬ 
tation  to  drink  will 


always  be  there  for  col¬ 
lege  students  and  the  best 
thing  they  can  do  if  they 
choose  to  drink  is  to  do 
so  in  moderation  and 
control  themselves. 

Public  Safety  can  be 
reached  at  any  time  at 
(478)  445-4045;  they  can 
also  be  reached  by  the 
emergency  buttons  locat¬ 
ed  throughout  campus 
and  in  each  residence 
hall  room. 

Students  with  learning 
disabilities  have  the 
opportunity  to  receive 
special  accommodations 
including  extended  test¬ 
ing  and  quiet  testing 
areas. 

In  order  to  qualify  stu¬ 
dents  must  supply  docu¬ 
mentation  proving  they 
have  a  learning  disability 
which  is  then  reviewed 
by  the  Learning 
Accommodations 
Committee  and  if  it 
meets  criteria  the  student 
becomes  eligible  for 
these  accommodations. 

Craig  Smith,  chairman 
of  the  Department  of 
Special  Education,  said 
that  anyone  that  feels 
they  may  have  a  learning 
disability  should  see  him. 

“A  lot  of  students 
come  (to  college)  and 
feel  that  they  don’t  need 
it  but  decide  later  that 
they  do,”  he  said. 

Students  can  get  tested 
for  learning  disabilities 
at  any  time 

The  Testing  Center 
handles  the  students  that 
get  these  accommoda¬ 
tions,  but  it  is  also  a  help¬ 
ful  resource  to  other  stu¬ 
dents. 

Located  in  room  217 
of  Lanier  Hall,  the 
Testing  Center  offers 
such  services  as  the 
Regents  Test  and  the 
U.S.  and  Georgia  history 
tests.  It  also  proctors 
tests  for  students  who  are 
taking  distance  learning 
courses  through  other 
schools  and  is  the  place 
to  find  information  on 
other  tests  such  as  the 
Nurse  Entrance  Exam. 

More  information  on

The  GCSU  Code  of  Conduct 


Georgia  College  &  State  University 
may  discipline  a  student  in  non-aca¬ 
demic  matters.  This  normally  involves 
matters  which  occur  on  the  GCSU 
campus  or  at  GCSU-sponsored  events, 
but  may  be  extended  to  off-campus 
matters  which  could  reasonably  be 
expected  to  impact  the  GCSU  commu¬ 
nity.  Repeated  off-campus  arrests  gen¬ 
erally  result  in  GCSU  judicial  charges 
as  well  as  criminal  charges. 

All  students  are  expected  to  adhere  to 
the  stipulations  of  the  GCSU  Honor 
Code,  which  addresses  lying,  cheating, 
stealing,  plagiarism,  and  vandalism. 

All  residence  hall  students  are 
expected  to  adhere  as  well  to  the  con¬ 
tract  terms  and  stipulations  listed  in  the 
University  Housing  Handbook. 

Students  are  subject  to  disciplinary 
action  for  violating  the  following  Code 
of  Conduct: 

1.  Conduct  that  violates  local, 
state,  or  Federal  laws  or  GCSU  regula¬ 
tions  regarding  alcohol  and  other 
drugs. 

2.  Conduct  that  constitutes  a  dan¬ 
ger  to  the  personal  safety  of  other 
members  of  the  university  community. 


This  may  include  assault,  attempted 
assault,  or  the  threat  of  assault. 

3.  Conduct  that  obstructs,  serious¬ 
ly  impairs,  attempts  to  obstruct  or  seri¬ 
ously  impair  university-run  or  univer¬ 
sity-authorized  activities  on  any  uni¬ 
versity  property,  indoors  or  out. 

4.  Acts  which  violate  university 
provisions  concerning  parking,  traffic, 
ID  cards,  university  keys,  smoking  in 
unauthorized  places,  carrying  firearms, 
unauthorized  peddling,  unauthorized 
use  of  sound  amplifying  equipment, 
and  other  acts  which  violate  local,  state 
or  federal  laws,  or  which  violate  appro¬ 
priate  conduct. 

5.  Intentional  harassment  of 
another  person.  Harassment  includes, 
but  is  not  limited  to,  threatening,  intim¬ 
idating,  verbally  abusing,  impeding, 
telephoning,  communicating  electroni¬ 
cally,  following  or  persistently  bother¬ 
ing  or  annoying.  Harassment  may  rep¬ 
resent  but  is  not  limited  to  acts  based 
on  sex,  race,  religion,  national  origin, 
handicap  or  sexual  orientation. 

6.  Failing  to  abide  by  disciplinary 
sanctions  imposed  by  a  GCSU  judicial 
body.

The  GCSU  Honor  Code 


All  students  are  expected 
to  abide  by  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Georgia 
College  &  State  University 
Honor  Code  as  it  applies  to 
all  academic  work  at  the 
University.  Failure  to  abide 
by  the  Honor  Code  will 
result  in  serious  penalties. 

Matriculation  Pledge: 

In  enrolling  at  Georgia 
College  &  State  University, 
I  solemnly  pledge  that  I 
will  conduct  myself  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  reflect  cred¬ 
it  on  the  Georgia  College  & 
State  University  communi¬ 
ty,  and  I  will  uphold  the 
Honor  Code  of  the 
University.  If  I  violate  this 
Honor  Code,  I  will  accept 
the  imposed  penalty,  which 
may  include  expulsion 
from  the  University. 

Preamble: 

Since  1942,  there  has  been 
an  Honor  Code  at  Georgia 
College  &  State  University. 
This  Code  is  a  dynamic 
aspect  of  the  University 
which  helps  to  define  its 
character  as  an  institution 
of  higher  learning  in  the 
best  liberal  arts  tradition. 
Through  the  years,  this 
Code  has  given  rise  to  an 
atmosphere  of  mutual 
respect  and  trust  on  the 
Georgia  College  &  State 
University  campus. 

And,  as  a  result  of 
periodic  examination 
and  review,  the  Honor 
Code  continues  to 
grow  stronger.  After 
undergoing  thoughtful 
study  and  meticulous 
revision  during  the 
1998-99  academic 
year,  today's  Honor 
Code  reflects  a 
renewed  desire  of  the 
present  student  gener¬ 
ation  for  an  honorable 
community  and  guar¬ 
antees  stiff  punish¬ 
ments  for  dishonor¬ 
able  actions. 

The  commitment  to 
honor  has  its  own 
rewards,  but  the  Honor 
Code  also  brings  responsi¬ 
bilities  -  a  respect  for  the 
ideas,  values,  and  property 
of  others;  a  readiness  to 
subordinate  one's  own 
interests  to  the  interests  and 
well-being  of  the  whole 
university  community;  and 
a  dedication  to  abide  by  the 
rules  of  the  University. 

In  order  to  maintain  an 
honorable  campus,  student 
commitment  is  vital.  This 
commitment  begins  with 
personal  integrity,  extends 
to  the  refusal  to  condone 
violation  of  the  rules,  and 
ends  with  support  of  an 
appropriate  punishment  for 


those  who  violate  the  spirit 
and  provisions  of  the 
Honor  Code.  Anything 
short  of  full  commitment 
undermines  the  very 
essence  of  Georgia  College 
&  State  University  honor. 
Those  who  engage  in  dis¬ 
honorable  behavior  may  be 
banned  from  the  University 
for  one  or  two  semesters,  or 
permanently. 

Students  who  are  unfa¬ 
miliar  with  the  concept  of 
honor  or  who  have  a  histo¬ 
ry  of  dishonorable  behavior 
are  urged  to  consider  alter¬ 
natives  to  Georgia  College 
&  State  University. 
However,  those  wishing  to 
renew  themselves  in  the 
spirit  of  honor  will  be  invit¬ 
ed  to  join  the  community  of 
Georgia  College  &  State 
University  by  formally 
embracing  the  Honor  Code 
at  a  ceremony  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  their  academic 
careers  at  GCSU  (the 
Honor  Code,  however,  is 
applicable  to  all  students 
who  matriculate  at  GCSU). 

The  Honor  Code: 

It  is  presumed  that  any  stu¬ 
dent  who  matriculates  at 
Georgia  College  &  State 
University  is  willing  to 
conform  to  a  pattern  of 
mutual  trust  and  honor  and 
shall  deal  honorably  with 


all  members  of  the  univer¬ 
sity  community.  It  must  be 
understood  that  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  each  stu¬ 
dent,  faculty,  and  staff 
member  to  preserve,  nur¬ 
ture,  and  strengthen  this 
spirit  of  honor. 

Georgia  College  &  State 
University  students  shall  at 
all  times  refrain  from  and 
discourage  all  attempts  at 
lying,  cheating,  stealing, 
plagiarism,  and  vandalism. 
When  a  violation  of  the 
Honor  Code  is  detected,  a 
student  should  take  steps  to 
bring  the  matter  to  the 
attention  of  the  Student 
Judicial  Board  or  the  Vice 


President  and  Dean  of 
Students. 

Violations  Defined: 

"Lying"  is  defined  as  any 
attempt  to  deceive,  falsify, 
or  misrepresent  the  truth  in 
any  matter  involving  uni¬ 
versity  business.  University 
business  includes  but  is  not 
limited  to,  financial  aid 
information,  excuses  for 
absences,  statements  to 
professors  in  order  to 
reschedule  tests  or  assign¬ 
ments,  and  responses  to  the 
queries  of  Public  Safety 
officers. 

"Cheating"  is  defined  as 
the  employment  of  or  ren¬ 
dering  of  any  illicit  aid  in 
any  assigned  work. 

"Stealing"  is  defined  as 
the  appropriation  of  money 
or  property  belonging  to 
another  person,  organiza¬ 
tion,  or  the  University,  or 
the  borrowing  of  property 
without  the  knowledge  of 
the  owner. 

"Plagiarism"  is  defined 
as  presenting  as  one's  own 
work  the  words  or  ideas  of 
an  author  or  fellow  student. 
Students  should  document 
quotes  through  quotation 
marks  and  footnotes  or 
other  accepted  citation 
methods.  Ignorance  of 
these  rules  concerning  pla¬ 
giarism  is  not  an  excuse. 

When  in  doubt, 
students  should 
seek  clarification 
from  the  profes¬ 
sor  who  made  the 
assignment. 

"Vandalism"  is 
defined  as  inten¬ 
tional,  malicious 
damage  to  uni¬ 
versity  property 
or  property 
belonging  to  oth¬ 
ers. 

Penalties:  The 
Judicial  Council 
may,  for  any  first 
offense  violation 
of  the  Honor 
Code,  impose  immediate 
suspension  for  the  remain¬ 
der  of  the  current  semester 
and  possibly  for  one  addi¬ 
tional  semester  (depending 
on  the  severity  of  the  viola¬ 
tion).  If  suspended  in  the 
fall,  one  would  be  suspend¬ 
ed  for  the  remainder  of  the 
fall  semester  and  possibly 
the  spring  semester;  if  sus¬ 
pended  in  the  spring,  one 
would  be  suspended  for  the 
remainder  of  the  spring 
semester  and  possibly  the 
following  fall  semester. 

The  normal  penalty  for  a 
second  Honor  Code  viola¬ 
tion  is  immediate  expulsion 
from  the  University.

Discovery  program  pro¬ 
vides  a  challenging,  experi¬ 
ential  option  for  introduc¬ 
ing  liberal  arts  themes  and 
promoting  group  cohesive¬ 
ness. 

Goals  of  the  program 
include  developing  positive 
relationships  with  peers 
and  faculty,  discussing  the 
impact  of  communication, 
cooperation,  and  trust  on 
group  effectiveness, 
exploring  the  importance  of 
diversity,  and  evaluating 


the  relationship  between 
critical  thinking  and  group 
success.  Program  goals 
provide  the  foundation  for 
instructors  to  relate  out¬ 
comes  of  the  program  to  a 
wide  range  of  disciplines 
and  programs  of  study. 

The  program  is  a  half  or 
full  day  experience  of  care¬ 
fully  sequenced  activities 
designed  to  reinforce  pro¬ 
gram  goals.  Program 
options  include  a  variety  of 
initiative  tasks  and  low  and 
high  challenge  course  ele¬ 
ments  that  are  facilitated  by 
the  GCSU  Outdoor 
Education  Center  Staff. 
Activities  are  selected  for 
their  ability  to  engage  stu¬ 
dents  in  direct,  meaningful 
experiences  that  promote 
active  reflection  on  pro¬ 
gram  goals. 

GCSU  student  groups 


pay  for  facilitator  costs 
associated  with  a  full  or 
half  day  program.  Costs 
vary  based  on  facilitator  to 
participant  ratios  necessary 
for  activities  selected.  Half¬ 
day  programs  (3-4  hours) 
are  normally  $10  per  per¬ 
son  and  full-  day  programs 
(6-7  hours)  are  typically 
$20  per  person. 

A  brief  program  assess¬ 
ment  is  administered  at  the 
conclusion  of  each  pro¬ 
gram.  In  addition,  instruc¬ 
tors  are  asked  to  administer 
a  brief,  outcome  -  based 
assessment  in  class  one 
week  after  the  program.

GCSU  Makes  History  in  2005-2006

Where’s  your  pride?  Take  off  that  UGA  hat  and  support  your  own 
school.  Our  team  wins,  you  get  into  every  game  FREE  with  your  student 
ID,  and  you  might  just  win  something  with  all  the  promotions  and  give¬ 
aways.  GCSU  has  10  varsity  sports  competing  at  the  NCAA  Division  II 
level  in  the  Peach  Belt  Conference,  which  is  widely  recognized  as  one  of 
the  top  D-II  conferences  in  the  nation  with  24  national  championships  and 
21  national  runners-up  since  its  formation  in  1991-92.  GCSU  has  a  long 
tradition  of  athletics  success,  but  rather  than  bore  you  with  all  of  that,  let 
me  tell  you  what  the  Bobcats  did  last  year. 

In  2005-06,  GCSU  was  represented  at  eight  NCAA  Tournaments, 
won  two  conference  championships,  won  one  conference  tournament, 
won  one  NCAA  regional,  had  two  conference  players  of  the  year,  three 
conference  coaches  of  the  year,  seven  All-Americans,  16  All-Conference 
players,  10  conference  all- tournament  selections,  one  conference  tourna¬ 
ment  MVP,  nine  NCAA  all-region  honorees,  nine  NCAA  All-Region 
Tournament  selections,  one  NCAA  Regional  MVP,  18  conference  Players 
of  the  Week,  83  Peach  Belt  Presidential  Honor  Roll  athletes,  and  three 
athletes  honored  with  other  conference  or  national  awards. 


Men’s  Tennis 

GCSU  overcame  an  early  season-ending  injury  to  its  top  player  to  post 
a  13-13  overall  record  while  earning  a  #21  national  ranking  after  playing 
18  matches  against  nationally  ranked  teams.  Senior  Brandon  Lee  earned 
All-Peach  Belt  Conference  honors. 

Softball 

The  Lady  Bobcats  enjoyed  one  of  their  most  successful  seasons  in 
school  history  after  winning  the  NCAA  Regional  and  advancing  to  the 
College  World  Series  for  the  second  time  in  the  last  four  years.  GCSU 
posted  a  45-13  record,  a  school  record  for  wins  in  a  season,  and  second 
year  Coach  Ginger  Miller  was  named  the  PBC  Coach  of  the  Year.  The 
Lady  Bobcats  were  picked  to  finish  fourth  in  the  league,  but  finished  as 
the  runner  up  in  the  conference,  defeating  every  team  in  the  conference  at 
least  once  for  the  second  straight  year.  Junior  third  baseman  Keidra 
Baitey  earned  All- American  honors  and  was  named  the  PBC  Player  of  the 
Year.  She  was  joined  on  the  All-Conference  team  by  freshman  Mandy 
Chandler  and  seniors  Heather  Jones  and  Diana  Baruffa.  Chandler,  Keidra 
and  twin  sister  Deidra  Baitey  also  earned  All-Region  honors,  while 
Chandler  was  the  MVP  of  the  NCAA  Regional  Tournament.

Baseball 

The  Bobcats  had  one  of 
their  most  outstanding  seasons 
in  2006  after  winning  their  first 
Peach  Belt  Conference 
Championship,  being  ranked 
No.  1  in  the  nation  for  eight 
weeks,  and  advancing  to  the 
NCAA  Tournament  for  the 
sixth  time  in  the  last  11  years, 
and  hosting  the  NCAA  region¬ 
al  for  the  first  time.  GCSU 
coach  Chris  Calciano  was 
named  the  Peach  Belt 
Conference  Coach  of  the  Year 
after  leading  the  team  to  a  53- 
12  overall  record,  one- win  shy 
of  a  school  single  season 
record,  and  a  22-5  league 
mark.  GCSU  did  not  lose 
back-to-back  games  all  year 
long.  Senior  shortstop  Mike 
DeVeaux  earned  All-American 
honors  for  the  second  straight 
year.  He  was  joined  on  the  All- 
America  team  by  juniors 
Brandon  Anderson  and 
Michael  Antonini.  That  trio, 
along  with  sophomore  Michael 
Newman,  also  earned  All- 
Peach  Belt  Conference  honors 
as  well  as  NCAA  All-Region 
honors  along  with  senior  Wes 
Sorrells.

The  GCSU  men’s  golf  team  advanced  to  the  NCAA  Tournament  for 
the  ninth  consecutive  year.  Junior  Johan  Cronvall  earned  All-Peach  Belt 
Conference  and  All-American  honors,  and  the  Bobcats  were  one  stroke 
away  from  advancing  to  the  NCAA  National  Championships. 


Men’s  Basketball 

After  being  picked  to  fin¬ 
ish  seventh  out  of  11  teams 
in  the  Peach  Belt 
Conference,  GCSU  won  its 
fourth  league  title  since 
1997  and  advanced  to  the 
NCAA  Tournament  for  the 
fourth  time  in  the  last  ten 
years  as  well,  reaching  the 
Sweet  Sixteen.

Georgia  College  &  State  University  has  announced  the  formation  of  an  Athletics  Hall 
of  Fame  with  an  inaugural  induction  class  to  be  presented  this  fall.  The  GCSU  Athletics 
Hall  of  Fame  Committee  was  put  together  last  spring,  and  the  inaugural  induction  class 
will  have  ten  members.  The  2006  GCSU  Athletics  Hall  of  Fame  class  consists  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 


1.  Dr.  J.  Michael  Peeler 

Dr.  J.  Michael  Peeler  -  Athletics  Director  and  Golf  Coach  (1981- 
1990).  Coach  Peeler  was  one  of  the  leaders  in  founding  the  Peach 
Belt  Conference  and  led  GCSU’s  transition  from  NAIA  to  NCAA 
Division  II.  He  was  primarily  responsible  for  the  tremendous 
upgrade  in  GCSU  athletics  facilities,  and  the  West  Campus  Athletics 
Complex  was  named  in  his  honor. 


2.  Coach  John  Kurtz 

John  Kurtz  -  Baseball  Coach  (1976-1993).  Coach 
Kurtz  posted  577  career  wins  in  18  seasons  with  a  .610 
winning  percentage.  He  tallied  14  winning  seasons 
including  five  40+  win  seasons  and  two  50+  win  sea¬ 
sons.  Kurtz’s  teams  also  won  seven  conference  champi¬ 
onships  and  four  district  titles,  while  making  two  World 
Series  appearances.  He  recruited  and  coached  45  All- 
District  players  and  14  All-Americans.  The  baseball 
field  is  named  after  him.  He  also  coached  the  men’s  soc¬ 
cer  team. 


3.  Duward  Whelchel 


Duward  Whelchel  -  Tennis  Coach  (1988-2000). 
Whelchel’s  teams  won  two  men’s  conference  champi¬ 
onships,  five  women’s  conference  championships, 
made  eight  trips  to  men’s  national  tournament  (NAIA 
and  NCAA),  and  seven  trips  to  women’s  NCAA  tour¬ 
nament.  He  was  a  seven-time  conference  coach  of  the 
year,  two-time  NCAA  Regional  Coach  of  the  Year,  and 
the  1995  NCAA  Men’s  National  Coach  of  the  Year. 


4.  Robert  Williams 

Robert  Williams  -  Men’s  basketball  (1973-77). 
Williams  earned  NAIA  All-American  honors  and 
is  GCSU’s  career  leader  in  points  scored  and  field 
goals.  He  also  posted  a  career  scoring  average  of 
20.3  points  per  game. 


5.  Phil  Arp 

*Phil  Arp  -  Baseball  (1980-83).  Arp 
was  a  two-time  NAIA  All-American 
and  All-Area  selection,  and  a  four¬ 
time  NAIA  All-District  honoree.  He 
was  the  first  GCSU  baseball  player  to 
be  drafted  by  a  major  league  team.  He 
holds  the  school  career  record  for 
home  runs  and  batting  average,  and 
ranks  in  the  top  four  for  career  runs 
scored,  hits,  doubles,  RBI  and  slug¬ 
ging  percentage. 


*Tom  Gorman  -  Baseball  (1983-86). 
Gorman  was  a  three-time  NAIA  All- 
American  and  All-Area  selection.  He  was 
also  a  four-time  All-District  honoree.  He  is 
the  GCSU  career  leader  in  hits,  doubles, 
RBI  and  total  bases,  and  ranks  in  top  five  in 
GCSU  history  for  runs  scored,  triples, 
home  runs,  slugging  percentage  and  batting 
average. 


7.  Jennifer  Joiner 

Jennifer  Joiner  -  Softball  (2002-2003).  Joiner 
was  an  NCAA  All-American  and  All-Region 
selection  in  2003  while  helping  the  team  finish 
as  the  national  runner  up  in  its  first  trip  to  the 
College  World  Series.  She  was  a  two-time  All- 
Peach  Belt  Conference  selection,  the  NCAA 
Regional  Tournament  MVP  in  2003  and  also 
selected  to  the  2003  College  World  Series  All- 
Tournament  Team.  Joiner  was  also  named  to  the 
Peach  Belt  Presidential  Honor  Roll.  She  holds 
GCSU  career  pitching  records  for  victories,  low¬ 
est  earned  run  average,  strikeouts,  strikeouts  per 
game,  shutouts,  fewest  hits  per  game  and  fewest 
walks  per  game. 


8.  Sherita  Ballard 

Sherita  Ballard  -  Women’s  basketball  (1987- 
91).  Ballard  was  a  three-time  NAIA  All-District 
selection  and  a  First  Team  All-Peach  Belt 
Conference  selection  as  senior  when  GCSU 
moved  to  NCAA  Division  II.  She  is  GCSU’s 
career  leader  in  games  played,  points,  field  goals, 
steals  and  minutes  played. 


9.  David  Robinson 

David  Robinson  -  Golf  (2000-2003). 
Robinson  was  a  three-time  NCAA  All- 
American,  three-time  All-Conference 
selection,  and  a  three-time  Peach  Belt 
Conference  Player  of  the  Year.  He  was 
also  the  winner  of  the  prestigious  Michael 
Peeler  Award.  He  was  the  medalist  in 
seven  tournaments  during  his  career. 


6.  Tom  Gorman 


10.  Julia  Roudkovskaya 

Julia  Roudkovskaya  -  Women’s  tennis  (1999-2002). 
Roudkovskaya  was  a  four-time  All-American  and  All-Peach 
Belt  Conference  selection.  She  was  also  the  NCAA  Region 
Senior  Player  of  the  Year  in  2002,  Peach  Belt  Conference 
Freshman  of  the  Year  in  1999,  a  three-time  ITA  Rolex  Doubles 
Regional  Champion  and  National  Runner  Up,  an  ITA  Regional 
Singles  Champion  in  2000  and  the  GCSU  Female  Athlete  of 
the  Year  in  2002.  She  was  also  named  to  the  Peach  Belt 
Conference  Presidential  Honor  Roll. 


“I  really  appreciate  the  work  of  The  Hall  of  Fame  Committee,”  GCSU  Athletics 
Director  Stan  Aldridge  said.  “They  were  charged  with  the  almost  impossible  task  of 
selecting  the  first  ten  inductees  for  the  GCSU  Hall  of  Fame.  All  of  the  selections  are 
wonderful  representatives  of  the  GCSU  athletics  program  and  all  were  difficult  choices 
for  the  committee  because  of  the  quality  credentials  of  their  peers  who  were  not  select¬ 
ed  on  the  initial  ballot.” 

The  Hall  of  Fame  induction  ceremonies  will  take  place  at  the  Centennial  Center  this 
fall  at  a  time  and  date  to  be  announced  in  conjunction  with  the  Athletics  Alumni  week¬ 
end.  Inductees  will  be  presented  with  a  plaque,  and  a  plaque  and  banner  will  be  perma¬ 
nently  displayed  in  the  arena. 

“The  Athletics  Hall  of  Fame  is  something  that  was  long  over-due,”  Assistant  Athletics 
Director  and  Hall  of  Fame  Committee  Chairman  Brad  Muller  said.  “I  am  very  excited 
about  getting  this  started,  and  I  think  our  alumni  will  be  thrilled  to  be  involved  in  future 
consideration  of  inductees.” 

Under  guidelines  established  by  the  six-person  Hall  of  Fame  Committee,  which  was 
made  up  of  current  and  former  coaches  and  supporters  of  GCSU  Athletics,  subsequent 
Hall  of  Fame  classes  will  have  a  maximum  of  five  inductees.  Current  and  former  GCSU 
coaches  and  administrators,  athletics  alumni,  and  other  supporters  for  review  by  the 
committee  may  nominate  candidates.  Student-athletes  and  coaches  may  become  eligible 
for  induction  following  a  two-year  absence  (graduate/retirement)  from  the  University.
